The Year in Review 


The Town's biggest project for 1962 was the construction of the 
$417,000 addition to the Boyden School in South Walpole. Approved at 
the Town Meeting of April 2, construction was started on October 25 
by the Rocheford Construction Company of Natick, and was well along by 
the end of the year. The new wing includes nine additional classrooms, 
a cafetorium and office facilities. Target date for opening this wing is 
November 1, 1963. 


Need for even more classroom space was emphasized when schools 
opened in September with the largest registration in the history of the 
town—3779 students. There were 449 first grade pupils. In June, 153

seniors graduated from Walpole High School. These two figures illustrate 
the tremendous growth in the school population in the past twelve years. 


The business center of the Town also reflects continued growth, with 
a number of merchants moving to larger quarters. Campbell’s dress shop 
moved into the new building constructed at the corner of Main and East 
Streets. The County Office Supply Company, Inc. expanded into the 
quarters vacated by Campbell’s. A number of other stores also opened 
during the year along Main Street. 


At the Edgewood Shopping Center, the Dedham Trust Company 
moved to its new and larger building on the site formerly occupied by 


CAMPBELL’S DRESS SHOP has moved to this building constructed in 1962 at the corner 
cf Main Street and Route 27.

Cliff's Laundry. Brands, Inc., Men’s Shop moved to its new quarters 
adjacent to the Dedham Trust, and J. & A. Cleaners opened a coin- 
operated dry cleaning establishment. Earlier in the year, Cliff's had moved 
to a new location at Walpole Plaza and in October opened a coin-operated 
dry cleaning center. Another store which opened in 1962 at the Walpole 
Plaza was Ronnie's. 


In East Walpole, soon after the Park Theater closed, the building was 
renovated and reopened in June as a wholesale Lakery, Peggy Lawtcn’s 
Kitchens. Also during the year two new businesses opened in the Bird 
Hall Block at East Walpole—the Scuttle Shop (antiques) and Wholesale 
Beef Outlet, Inc. 


South of the center, in the building formerly operated as The Echo 
Inn, the Walpole Arena opened in December, holding wrestling bouts on 
Saturday nights.

For the twelfth time in 29 years the Walpole High School Hockey 
Team won the Bay State Hockey League championship. The victorious 
team also entered the state competition, losing to Melrose in the semi- 
finals of this series. 


Early in the year Bruce Farrar resigned as Town Accountant. On 
July 17 Henry B. Adams of Northboro, who had been serving as temporary 
town accountant, was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


The Town lost one of its valued citizens in the death of Harold Miller 
Higgins on February 1. He had been patrolman on the police force for 
26 years and served as a selectman for six years, from 1955 to 1960. His 
mother, who survived him, was one of Walpole’s oldest residents at the 
time of her death on August 5 at the age of 93. 


In February the newly-appointed Conservation Commission made its 
first report to the Town. Looking far into the future, it made several solid 
recommendations for the conservation of open land areas and the wildlife 
they contain. The Town is fortunate in already having over 120 acres in its 
two parks, Memorial Park and Francis William Park; nearly 75 acres 
in playgrcunds and school sites; and 360 acres in Town Forest. The com-

HAROLD E. “MILLER’’ HIGGINS, 


a Selectman for five years and a long-time 
member of the Police Department, died on 
February 1, 1962. His service in the Police 
Department totalled 27 years. Following 
his retirement in 1954, he was elected to 
the Board of Selectmen in 1955 and re- 
mained on the Board until 1960. He gave 
unselfishly of his time in both law enforce- 


ment and administration of town affairs. 


Commenting on his life of service, 
Police Chief Haggblom writes: ‘His pass- 
ing leaves a void that will be difficult to 
fill, His mirth and merriment were well 
known to the school children that are the 
parents of today. His was the arm of the 
law that held the friendly hand of aid and 
comfort.” 


mission recommended no additional park sites at present, but rather, an 
improvement of existing sites and the establishment of a ‘green belt’ area 
which would preserve existing stream valleys and protect the streams from 
pollution. They further recommended public acquisition of land areas 
surrounding most of the town’s natural ponds. The first step in this direc- 
tion was taken with the purchase of Clark’s Pond on Stone Street, by 
action of the Town at its annual meeting. The transfer took place in June. 


Foliage Day, sponsored by the Conservation Commission, and held at 
the Town Forest on a bright Sunday afternoon, September 30, was a great 
success. Many hundreds of citizens were conducted on tours by guides and 
were impressed with the beauty of the area. 


“On recommendation of the Conservation Commission, a meeting of 
interested citizens was held on September 24 to promote the formation of 
a Land Trust. A committee formed for this purpose, with Geoffrey Plunkett 
as chairman, is presently at work drawing up the Trust Agreement and 
selecting the Trustees. 


The Beard of Selectmen appointed a new Industrial Commission in 
1962, following the resignation of the former board members. The new 
Commission, headed by Bernard P. Goldsmith as chairman, makes its 
first report in this Town Report. 


Thus, the Town has grown in 1962 and at the close of the year was 
in a favorable position. |

At the close of 1962 the balance in the Excess and Deficiency Account 
amounted to $414,708.87. 


This has been a year of cooperation and study for the Board of 
Selectmen with the Master Planner, the Conservation Commission, the 
Industrial Commission and various Town Officials. 


The re-constituted Industrial Commission has spent the year in 
studying the need and desirability for encouraging new industrial capacity 
to locate in the Town and the results of their comprehensive and excellent 
study are contained in the pages of this Annual Report. We recommend 
them as good reading, particularly the Equalized Tax Rate Comparison 
with surrounding towns. 


The Conservation Commission has made its first purchase, namely 
Clark’s Pond, for the benefit of the Townspeople and are studying the 
overall needs of land preservation and future acquisition. 


The Master Plan of the Town is under intensive study for up-dating 
and revision due to the impact of continued building on the Town and 
anticipation of the changes which will result from the new Interstate 
Route 95 as it joins Route 1 at Walpole. 


The installation of the Interceptor Sewer authorized last year with 
the Town of Norwood is nearing the Walpole line at year end and will 
ready a new area of East Walpole for Metropolitan Sewage connections 
and should help reduce the pollution of Traphole Brook. 


We welcome Mr. Henry Adams as our new Town Accountant. He

brings a wealth of experience to us from his former employment as a 
Municipal Examiner with the State Bureau of Accounts. 


Our own Selectman, “Ted” Delaney, was elected to a second term as 
President of the Norfolk County Selectmen’s Association. 


Janice Wilkins, our ten year member, and Chester Parasco, our five 
year member, announced their retirement from the Board of Selectmen 
by not seeking re-election. The gratitude of their colleagues on the Board 
and the citizens of the Town goes with them. 


Many discussions were held with Town officials and citizens on 
subjects including Civil Defense, Water Supply, Town Administrative 
Reorganization, Wages and Salaries, and Storm Drainage. 


Meetings were held with the Norwood Board of Selectmen regarding 
Conservation, Drainage and Sewage and a joint meeting with the Select- 
men of Sharon and Foxboro initiated a preliminary study on the advis- 
ability of a jointly operated Municipal Incinerator. 


To all we extend our thanks for patience and assistance in helping 
to make our Town a substantial and progressive community.

This report covers the work of the Highway, Park, Water and 


Sewer crews, comprising your Public Works Department. The above figures 
are the operating budgets for these crews. 


HIGHWAYS 


ROAD CONSTRUCTION 
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Norfolk Street was completed except for a final surface which will be 
applied when traffic loads justify it. A small drain at the westerly end 
is requested for 1963. 


Construction was begun on North Street near the Westwood line 
under Chapter 90. Cold weather forced a halt but not before all of the 
drainage and much of the excavation had been completed. 


We undertook some work on Norton Avenue under Chapter 195 of 
1958 but had to discontinue due to cold weather. 


Connecting roads were built between our new Public Works Depart- 
ment garage and Washington Street, South Street and the old Public 
Works Department area.

Work was started on a drain from Baker Street to a low area east of 
Washington Street. This is intended to drain the newly developed 
area north of Baker Street and is being built in cooperation with the 
developer.

SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION 
1. A walk was completed on Coney Street, east of Route 1.

The walk and curbing at the intersection of Main and East streets, 
begun last fall, was completed.

RESURFACING 


A three-quarter inch bituminous pavement was placed on Washington 
Street between Bird Avenue and May Street, and on Winter Street near 
the Norfolk town line. Five-eighth inch thicknesses of the same material 
were placed on Scout Road, Pilgrim Way, Pocahontas Street, Shawnee 
Street, Ossipee Street, Occident Circle, and Orient Circle, where sewers had 
been installed last year. This work was all handled exclusively by contract. 


The following streets were sealed with asphalt and stone: Allen; 
Allston; Brook Lane; Brook; Brown; Bruce; Bullard; Burns; Cedar, west 
to Conifer; Chandler; Charlesgate; Chestnut; Common, Washington to 
Sharon; Conifer; Diamond; Eastover; Elm Road; Fisher, north to Fisher 
Lane; Gill; Gleason; Granite; Hale, lower half; High, from 1961 asphalt 
to end of pavement; High Plain; Irving, south to Maude; Lincoln, last 
1,000 feet; MacDonald; Maude; Mylod, railroad to Norwood; Norfolk, 
Main to Allen; North Lewis Park; Old North; Old West; Park Street; 
Pemberton, last 200 feet; Pine; Ponderosa; Raymond; Robbins; Sandra; 
South, garage access to Pine; Stone Street extension; Summer, last 2,000 
feet; Main; Walnut; Winter, railroad to Main; and Woodruff. 


We applied 9,713 gallons of tar, 58,667 gallons of asphalt, and 603 
tons of bituminous concrete in our surfacing program. This does not in- 
clude materials used in the road construction program. 


An experimental treatment of asphalt was placed on Old Post Road 


with unsatisfactory results. As in previous years, calcium chloride was also 
applied to Old Post Road. 


EQUIPMENT 


We purchased a sidewalk plow of the vee type, a sidewalk sweeper, 
and a heavy dump truck which will be delivered in 1963. The sidewalk 
sweeper is used for sweeping the sidewalks in both business centers on a 
weekly basis and the floor of our Municipal Garage. This is another 
example of the mechanization of previously manual jobs. 


PARKS 


MOWING 


Mowing of grassed areas continues to be the principal occupation of 
this crew in terms of man hours expended. A small tractor:mower combi- 
nation was purchased which further expedited the mowing work. 
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SHADE TREES 


As in 1961, no aerial spraying was done. We removed 73 shade trees, 
mostly elms, and planted forty-two, mostly maples. In addition to those 
removed for natural causes, we also removed twenty trees for sidewalk 
construction on East Street and Coney Street. A mist blower spray was 
applied to selected elms and 103 trees were pruned and trimmed. Most of 
this sanitation work was performed in the common opposite the post office, 
the South Walpole Common, East Street and on the High School and 
Boyden School grounds. We picked up eighty-seven loads of leaves weigh- 
ing approximately 240 tons from the public streets and added them to our 
mulch pile. 


TOWN FOREST 


Our work in the forest was greatly expanded through the cooperation 
of Sheriff Hedges who loaned us the half time services of a ten man crew 
from April to December. We were able to clear an extensive area between 
Washington Street and Route 1. The silviculture performed will result in 
etter forest growth, improved fire access, a fine hiking trail, and even 
some sawlogs which will be taken to the mill next year. Photographs of 
this work are elsewhere in this report. This entire program was accom- 
plished at no cost to the town except for transportation of the crew from 
Dedham and the supervision by our foreman. 


The sale of firewood to a local industry yielded $225.90.

Since 1959, our consumption has declined 15% while the number of 
services has increased 11%. We believe this is due principally to the 
increasing re-use of water by our major industries, and also to steps taken 
by the Town to conserve water. 


These steps have included the reduced use of bleeders, discovery and 
elimination of leaks in the Bird Park Area, filtering and re-use of the 
South Walpole swimming pool water and sealing all meters. 


Voluntary restrictions on the use of water for lawns were applied 
during the summer. These restrictions are troublesome and we hope to 
locate new sources to alleviate this problem. A number of meetings were 
held by the Selectmen to resolve this problem and while possible solutions 
have been explored, no definite conclusions have been reached yet on this 
matter.

New water rates went into effect at mid-year. The rates are intended 
to encourage conservation as well as increase revenue. Those whose use 
does not exceed 6000 cubic feet are paying the same rate as before but the 
excess Costs more.

The major job above was the Pleasant and Walcott installation which 
tended to improve pressure and flow over a wide area of East Walpole. 
A total of 332 ft. of 6” Cast Iron pipe was installed for the side street 
connections—in Coney, Fuller Ave., Gould Ave., Park, Pleasant, Regent 
Circle, Rhodes Ave., Union and Woodland Road, and 58 feet of 12 inch 
Asbestos Cement was installed in Union.

Altogether, 9,701 feet of new main or 1.84 miles was added to the 
system, and 3,722 feet or 0.71 miles was renewed. Our system total 1s now 
75.28 miles with 490 hydrants. 


Other work included painting the West Walpole elevated tank, surg- 
ing and cleaning the South Street gravel packed well, and extensive clean- 
ing of a well line west of Washington Street.

At year end, some work in Hoover Road, Union Street, and Brook 
Lane remained to ke done. An interesting feature of this year’s work was 
the railroad crossing near Hoover Road, which was accomplished by 
jacking. The 0.45 miles of sewerage installed brings our system total to 
18.41 miles. 


The construction of the joint interceptor sewer in Norwood was 
begun this year, toward which we are contributing approximately 30% 
of the cost. 


Seventeen new services were installed, bringing our total to 857.

Inspection and percolation tests to determine type of soil were 
made on each building lot before permit was granted, if individual sewage 
disposal system required. The specifications of the required sub-surface 
sewage disposal system are furnished builder, copy filed at Town Office. 
Inspection before backfill is made to determine construction of system and 
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in many cases progress inspections are made. Repairs or additions to 
existing systems were investigated if requested and suggestions made to 
obtain satisfactory results. Complaints were investigated and corrective 
measures taken to abate nuisance.

This year in order to cope with the steadily increasing school enroll- 
ment, another hygienist, Mrs. Phillip Zlochiver, of Canton, was appointed 
in September. 


Because of an added hygienist the program can keep up to its past 
standards and be expanded by giving topical applications of sodium fluoride 
to children of the second and fifth grades. Monthly classroom visits as 
usual are made by both hygienists. 


The school dentist, Dr. Edward Smookler, rendered all dental services 
for children eligible for such services at the dental clinic, two days per 
week.

All complaints to the Department were investigated and corrected.

The newest attraction ths year was the organization of the Suburban 
Swimming League. The league included Walpole, Needham, Canton, 
Wellesley, Medfield and Shertorn. During the season there were many 
exciting dual meets held with memter teams. The final meet of the season 
was held at Needham, with all member teams competing. The Walpole 
swimmers, coached by Ellen Powers, won a total of 22 medals.

For eight consecutive weeks during the summer the five town play- 
grounds were open Monday through Friday, from 9:30 A.M. to 12:00 
Noon, and from 1:00 P.M. to 4:00 P.M. on all fair days. 
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Our playgrounds are located at Blackburn Memorial Building, Plimp- 
ton School, Bird Park in East Walpole at the music court, South Walpole 
at the Boyden School, and North Walpole behind the old Fisher School. 
Each playground has a male and a female leader who supervise all games 
and activities during playground hours. 


During the playground season a wide variety of activities was 
offered to the children of Walpole. Baseball, softball, horseshoes, badminton, 
touch football, whiffle ball, croquet, and ping pong were some of the 
active games played daily. Many quiet type games such as checkers, scrabble, 
chess, monopoly, sorry, dominoes, bingo, parcheesie, and the new game of 
“Life” were available at all playgrounds. 


In addition to the regular playground games, the summer playground 
program featured many special events. The play areas each held a scavenger 
hunt and a coloring contest. Also, tournaments were conducted in ping 
pong, horseshoes, badminton, checkers, chess, and the basketball free 
throw. As always, most popular of the special events was the trip to 
Fenway Park which enabled the children of Walpole to watch the Red 
Sox defeat the Cleveland Indians by a score of 4-1. Also very popular, 
and climaxing the program, was the annual field day held on August 22 
which featured tournaments in the morning and competitions for all in 
the afternoon.

The year 1962 has been a very active one in the history of the 
Walpole Visiting Nurse Association. A record number of 8959 visits 


was recorded by our nurses. 


Public health visits and poliomyelitis immunizations continue to lead 
in our services. We assisted the Public Health Department at two polio 
clinics, at which a total of 4305 pre-school children were immunized. 
In addition, our regular program of instruction to mothers in the care of 
the newborn and rehabilitation of the chronically ill continues. 


At Thanksgiving, in co-operation with the Public Health Department, 
turkeys were distributed to many families and at Christmas, gifts of cloth- 
ing, toys and food were made possible through the kindness of our local 
organizations and citizens. 


In June it was with regret that the directors accepted the resignation 
of our Head Nurse, Miss Luella R. Hennessey, who had been with us for 


twelve years. 


May we once again call to your attention that our nurses are as near 
as your telephone and through them you, the citizens of Walpole, may be 
the beneficiaries of many aids to make your illness less burdensome and 
your recovery more rapid. We now have two staff nurses and two perma- 
nent substitute nurses, and each year our supply of equipment increases 
in variety. Many items were used and greatly appreciated during the year.

The Town of Walpole, acknowledging its community responsibility to 
the mentally handicapped, voted at the Annual Town Meeting in 1962 to 
sponsor a program of special recreation for said persons. The Selectmen 
appointed a committee of three to establish such a program under town 
sponsorship. 


The Committee for Special Recreation, in carrying out its assigned 
duty, adopted the program initiated as a pilot project by the South Norfolk 
County Association for Retarded Children, Inc. in 1956 and conducted in 
Walpole on the Dutton Estate. 


The program was geared to the mental and physical abilities of men- 
tally retarded persons who could profit from such an experience and it also 
enabled each individual to broaden his understanding and ability in recrea- 
tional interest, socialization, health habits and understanding of people. 
It was conducted for seven weeks during July and August for five hours 
daily. The facilities of Milbrook were made available for the program 
through the warmth and generosity of Mrs. George D. Dutton. 


Thirty-two youngsters from Walpole and six communities in the 
periphery of the town participated in the developmental program under the 
supervision of a staff of five including a director, assistant director and 
three counselors. The staff was assisted during the season by two volunteers 
sponsored by the SNCARC, Inc. Acts, crafts and play periods were supple- 
mented with field trips, swimming and water safety at Memorial Pool, and 
training in health habits and social graces. In the closing week of the day 
camp an Open House was held in which the children participated, demon- 
strating that these youngsters can function and learn in a group situation 
and extending public awareness and knowledge of mental retardation. 


The Committee, with a budget of $3,000.00, had a total expenditure 
of $2,984.77. Tuition was charged for each child attending from a neigh- 
boring community, and reimbursement for one-half the cost of the program 
was received from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Also, reimburse- 
ment was received from the Commonwealth for participation in the 
National School Lunch Program. The actual cost to the Town of Walpole 
for the year was $169.49. 


No program can exist in a vacuum separated from the community of 
which it is a part. Therefore, it would be most remiss of this Committee 
not to acknowledge here the appreciation it holds for the cooperation and 
kindness of the personnel at the Town Hall in assisting the Committee in 
conducting its business, and also that of Mr. Robert Graney for making 
the facilities of Memorial Pool available for the campers and staff.

On June 1, 1962 William Wall and Paul Poirier were sworn in as 
permanent police officers. The above named, plus the special officers 
appointed to replace Wall and Poirier, and two others who had resigned, 
went through an extensive six weeks’ training course which was comprised 
of traffic control, firearms training, court procedure, investigation, first 
aid, public relations, and other police procedures. 


The Police Pistol Team again enjoyed a very successful year. They 
won the Norfolk County Trust Company Trophy for the fifth time since 
the league formed seven years ago. The team also competed in the New 
England Police Revolver League which is comprised of over 1500 teams 
and it also competed in the NERPI matches in North Attleboro. In both, 
our team walked away with many top team and individual honors. The 
team is rapidly becoming recognized as one of the best police teams in the 
Eastern part of the United States. 


In the past year and with the cooperation of the F.B.I. and the local 
school department, our department conducted a seminar at the Walpole 
High School. The seminar consisted of police problems in regard to 
Massachusetts and Federal laws. Police officers from fourteen surrounding 
towns attended and it proved to be a very successful enterprise. 


The year 1962 passed by without a serious major crime problem or a 
serious juvenile problem. I believe this is due to the constant “Police 
Preventative” work undertaken by the officers in our department, for it is 
this type of work that keeps all phases of crime and other violations from 
getting out of control. 


A study and survey of present vehicle and pedestrian traffic problems 
in our Center has keen undertaken and recommendations will be forth- 
coming after it has been determined whether or not our Town will either 
accept or reject the new Massachusetts Pedestrian Law. If accepted we will 
have to be guided by and comply with certain State rules and regulations 
pertaining to traffic lights and crosswalks. 


Other studies are also being undertaken to determine how we can 
best serve and protect the citizens of Walpole in all phases of safety. 


I express my sincere appreciation to the police officers, to the Town 
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officials, the Justice, the Clerk and all the personnel of the District Court 
and to all others for their cooperation, assistance and understanding of 
the problems that still confront a new Chief.

In 1962 several changes were made in the apparatus response to 
building or structural fires. Where previously the South Walpole area 
received only one engine on a first alarm assignment they now receive 
two engines and an aerial ladder. The Center, East, North, and West areas 
previously received only one engine and one aerial ladder on a first alarm 
assignment. They now receive two engines and one aerial ladder thus giving 
all areas of the Town equal and better protection and coverage. 


Our practice and training program has been notably stepped up this 
year through mandatory drills held once a month and voluntary drills held 
once a week. The experience gained at these sessions is self-evident in the 
keener interest and greater proficiency shown by the men at fires. 


Many meetings were held with the Permanent Fire Committee (Fire 
Chief, member ex-officio). This Committee recommended to the Select- 
men that fifteen men be employed as permanent fire fighters. 


A better Mutual Aid system between Walpole and the surrounding 
towns was worked out and has proven very successful several times this past 
year. 


There has been a considerable increase in the number of runs in 1962 
due partially to the serious forest fire hazard we experienced last spring. 
The variety of calls received ranged from bomb scares to death by fire 
and from cats in trees to people wanting us to fix their TV antennas. 


I wish at this time to thank my fellow fire fighters for their fine 
cooperation. I also wish to thank the many Townspeople who have been 
such a help to me in my first full year as Fire Chief.

Fire Alarm Maintenance 
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During the year five fire alarm boxes were replaced due to obso- 
lescence. Six new fire alarm boxes were installated at new locations in 
residential areas and one new fire alarm master box was installed on a 
commercial building by the owner. Expansion and changes in our outside 
circuits continued as scheduled for the year. All boxes were checked 
periodically for defects and rewound after each alarm. The wire replace- 


ment program continued as in previous years. 
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Service interruptions on our system were negligible. The wire and 
box replacement programs in addition to other regular and preventive 
maintenance were the factors in maintaining this excellent record. A total 
of 2411 man hours were expended on maintenance, testing, repairs and 
new construction during the year. A total of 248 alarms were sounded 
over the system during the year; this was a twenty-five percent increase 
over the previous year. 


A change in our central station circuit panels to a higher voltage has 
provided greater capacity in all our outside circuits. Due to other techno- 
logical changes incorporated with the increase in circuit voltage, future 
battery maintenance and replacement has been reduced to a minimum. 


During the year a used fire truck was obtained for fire alarm use. 
A reconditioned thirty foot aerial ladder was mounted on this truck, 
greatly extending its usefulness. Tools and material will be stored on this 
truck, providing for faster response during trouble on our system and 
other emergencies within the town. It will also serve as a line truck for 
regular maintenance and construction work throughout the year.

In February 1962, Mrs. Marcia Carleton, who had been Children’s 
Librarian at the East Walpole Branch Library for two years, resigned when 
her family moved to Wisconsin. Mrs. Vida Mudgett, Part-Time Librarian 
at the North Branch Library, was promoted to this position. However, for 
reasons of health, Mrs. Mudgett was unable to assume the duties of 
Branch Children’s Librarian, and the Trustees are still seeking a qualified 
applicant to fill this vacancy. 


The North Branch Library was very fortunate to obtain, as Part-time 
Librarian, Mrs. Gabrielle B. Tremblay, who had had previous experience 
in library work at the MacArthur Library, Biddeford, Maine. The North 
Branch began a six day week schedule in May 1962 with the same hours, 
2 to 5 o'clock. Because of the increased volume of work involved by the 
seventy-five percent rise in circulation at this North Walpole Branch, an 
adult assistant was needed. Mrs. Kathleen Barney, who has been a devoted 
library patron for many years with a wide knowledge of children’s books 
and authors, took over these extra duties. The town can well be proud of 
this branch library which furnishes so much reference material to the 
many bus pupils who would otherwise be unable to obtain this extra 
information for home-work assignments. 


Efforts are underway, at this time, to furnish library book service for 
South Walpole which is located at a distance of three miles or more from 
the center library. The heavy use of this library would be by children of

elementary, junior high, and high school age who are having more home- 
work now than in past years. The responsibility of supplying supplemen- 
tary information for study is still expected of the town’s public library 
since the time allowed in a school day to use the school libraries is limited. 
Unless a vacant store building located in the center of South Walpole can 
be made available, the outlook is not bright for this South Walpole 
project. 

The book shelves of the center library are filled to capacity and, 
although a close inspection is done every year to remove shabby, dirty 
books, and obsolete, outdated material, there is much worthwhile reading 
matter which cannot be discarded indiscriminately. The library’s total 
collection is now over fifty-five thousand books and many townsfolk and 
visitors remark that Walpole has a fine selection. 


The extra use of the Reference Room and Study Room, which is on 
the lower floor, is most satisfying. Because the Reference Room has limited 
seating for students, it was decided to make use, in the evening, of chairs 
and tables in the Young People’s Room. In November, this area was 
converted to a Study Room under the supervision of Mr. Joseph Nichol- 
son, who teaches at a Walpole school. The Trustees and Head Librarian 
plan to enlarge the reference collection by using part of the money received 
from the State-Grant-in-Aid which amounts to $3,517.00 or 25c per 
Capita according to the 1960 census. 
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The Head Librarian and East Walpole Branch Librarian attended 
the First Governor's Conference on Libraries, on April 12th, at the invi- 
tation of His Excellency John A. Volpe, Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. National Library Week, April 8-14, was observed with 
book and poster displays on Main Street, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Joseph G. Needle. On UN Day, October 24th, International Night was 
observed with a social evening at the center library when friends who 
could converse in a foreign language met one another to share their 
linguistic knowledge. Mr. Ernest S. Camelio, Jr., Director of the High 
School Foreign Language Department, and Mr. John M. Gray, of the 
High School English Department, with a committee of high school stu- 
dents, assisted the librarians to make this venture a success, which we hope 
to repeat in 1963. 


National Children’s Book Week, November 11-17, was featured by a 
display of three hundred books at the Blackburn Memorial Hall. Mrs. 
Louise H. Hawkins, newly appointed Supervisor of Work with Young 
People, directed the visits of the school children who came with their

teachers at fifteen minute intervals. This is the third year that the library 
has moved books to the Blackburn in order to accommodate the great num- 
bers of interested children. Mrs. Hawkins, who is a graduate of Middlebury 
College, conducts a weekly Story Hour, at the center library, from Novem- 
ber to April. The East Walpole Branch offers a similar program which is 
being conducted, at present, by Mrs. Mudgett. The East Walpole Branch 
also has art exhibitions and musical teas during the year. The Summer 
Vacation Reading Club can boast of 815 members for 1962. An inventory 
of the adult non-fiction at Main Library and all books at the North Walpole 
Branch was completed this year. 


We are grateful to all donors of books and periodicals and wish to 
mention, in particular, authors who presented gift copies of their books. 
These include: Our Church and Its Ancestors by Alton C. Roberts; The 
Art of Crewel Embroidery by Mildred J. Davis; and, Operation Crossroad 
Africa by Ruth T. Plimpton. 


Grateful acknowledgement is made to Mrs. Margaret Heaps, High 
School Librarian, for her advance notices of topics being assigned by 
teachers and book suggestions to be correlated with the requirements. 
An invitation was extended to the Town Librarian, by the School Librari- 
ans, to attend the Area II meeting of the Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees. Mrs. Heaps spoke, at this time, of our combined efforts 
as partners in handling the problem of supplying books in all areas to the 
young people of Walpole. This cooperation of library and school in edu- 
cating the youth of a town cannot be overestimated. 


The Librarian thanks the Trustees for their wise counsel, and, particu- 
larly, Mr. Chester H. Andrews who resigned from the Board of Trustees 
after having served since 1934. Mr. John F. Ryan was named by the 
Board of Selectmen to fill this interim vacancy. 


The members of the staff and the branch librarians have worked dili- 
gently to supply the book needs of the public. Some of the personnel are 
studying, at the present time, in order to perform their library duties more 
capably. Mrs. Dorothy Wronski received notification from the State Board 
of Library Commissioners that she successfully passed the three hour state 
examination and had fulfilled requirements for the Professional Librarian’s 
Certificate. This recognition can only be brought about through study and 
effort. The Trustees and Librarian appreciate the extra hours expended by 
the staff in furthering their professional education. 


Recognition was paid to Mrs. Eva Lindequist, in December, by the 
Trustees and staff, when an inscribed pewter bowl was presented to her for 
twenty years service with the Walpole Public Library.

Your Counsel has fulfilled all obligations imposed upon him by the 
Charter and By-Laws of the Town of Walpole, by rendering opinions to 
the various officials, committees, elected and appointed, as well as repre- 
senting the town in claims, suits and bills in equity against the town and 
against individual officials of the town. 


On July 26, 1962 an Act entitled “regulating the activities of state, 
county and municipal employees and establishing a code of ethics for said 
employees” was approved by the Governor, to take effect on May 1, 1963. 
This statute is commonly referred to as the “conflict of interest” statute 
and has been the subject of widespread newspaper publicity during the early 
months of 1963. The statute is too lengthy to discuss in detail here, as 
each individual case must ke determined on its own merits. It adds an 
additional burden to the work of your Town Counsel, as under its pro- 
visions any municipal employee shall ke entitled to the opinion of the 
Town Counsel upon any question arising under this chapter relating to the 
duties, responsibilities and interests of such employees, if such requests 
for opinions are submitted to the Town Counsel through channels as 
provided by the statute. 


I wish to thank all town officials and committees for their coopera- 
tion, and special thanks to Mr. Robert Boyd our Town Administrator for 
his cooperation in securing easements for drainage and sewerage purposes. 
Over the past year considerable work and time has Eeen entailed in the 
drafting of the necessary papers and interviewing citizens for the purpose 
of securing the easements.

The year 1962 has proven to be one in which our department has 
experienced tremendous activity in the various categories of relief. 

All programs of assistance are being accelerated and in so doing the 
department is offering extended social services to all recipients of relief. 
We are thereby assisting the individual to a more productive life and to 
become self-supporting; in other words we feel that the applicant for 
public assistance should be taught to attain self care and self support. We 
are constantly stressing the importance of home setting, homemaking, 
physical and mental health, social functioning, employment and rehabili- 
tation potential. This necessitates extra work in all areas of the depart- 
ment. 

We experienced the usual increase in the per diem rates for hospital- 
ization and care in Public Medical Institutions as well as many Legislative 
changes with reference to residence in Old Age Assistance; increase in 
Transportation Allowance in Old Age Assistance; redefinition of pro- 
cedures followed when determining parental support in Aid to Dependent 
Children; establishment of a Central Registry for Registration and Loca- 
tion of Missing Parents; deletion of payments by the local Board of Public 
Welfare for those children transferred to the Division of Child Guardian- 
ship for care, and many others. 

The department continues to make appropriate recoveries under the 
lien law for Old Age Assistance as well as recoveries under other categories 
when applicable. 

We have endeavored to give you a general picture of departmental 
activities and we wish to thank all those individuals and organizations 
who have assisted us in serving our applicants and recipients.

The Town’s Planning Board regularly meets on the third Tuesday of 
each month and holds special meetings when necessary. 

Meetings were held during 1962 with other boards and committees 
of the town in the interest of implementing the Master Plan and other 
matters pertaining to planning for the town. 

The Board accepted with regret on Sept. 25, 1962 the resignation of 
Harold M. Smith who served for twelve years on the Planning Board, and 
at a joint meeting with the Board of Selectmen in October, John Cosman 
was appointed to succeed Mr. Smith. 

Bruce B. Farrar, clerk to the board, resigned on July 1, 1962 and 
Henry B. Adams was appointed to succeed him. 

During the year several hearings were held in connection with sub- 
divisions, zoning changes and acceptance of streets. 

The Board has on several occasions met with Allen Benjamin and 
discussed the Master Plan recommendations. Mr. Benjamin is engaged in 
bringing the Master Plan completely up to date, the expense of which is 
being taken from Mr. H. P. Kendall’s bequest for that purpose. 

The Board is considering the advisability of hiring a planning engineer 
full time to work with the Town Engineering Department in matters 
relevant to town planning and to facilitate the carrying out of the Master 
Plan recommendations. Mr. Benjamin has recommended that such an 
employee would be invaluable and could perform the following duties: 

1. Checking in the field all proposed zoning changes and preparing 
maps of same. 
Keeping the zoning map up to date. 
Keeping the base map of the Town up to date. 
Aiding other departments in matters related to the Master Plan 
—-such as the preparation of land acquisition plans. 

5. Acting as Clerk of the Planning Board. 

We should like to point out that our meetings are open to the public 
and we welcome any citizens at our meetings so that the public may have 
a better understanding of the functions and duties of our board.

New industry and the expansion of existing facilities can be valuable 
assets to the Town. The Commission recommends the encouragement of 
such additions consistent with the Master Plan: adequate municipal services 
based on reasonable taxes depend on balanced and orderly industrial and 
residential growth. 


During 1962 the Commission concentrated on a thorough review of 
pertinent facts. In this it had the help of many, including the Selectmen, 
Assessors, Conservation Commission, Planning Board, Board of Appeals, 
Town Administrator, as well as the consultant to the Planning Board, 
representatives of local business and industry, the Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Association, and officials of many government and regional agencies. 


There are now some twenty manufacturers and wholesalers in Walpole, 
with more than 3000 employees and an annual payroll approaching twenty 
million dollars. Our unemployment rate is very low, although less than 
one third of the local jobs are filled by the 4000 working residents of the 
Town. 


Walpole has valuable assets in its very large acreage of vacant build- 
able land, MDC sewer connection, Brockton-Taunton gas service, and 
Boston Edison power (with high voltage and substation within town 
limits). The advantages of being on major highways and rail lines will 
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become even more apparent when access roads to our industrial sites are 
improved. Forty per cent of our municipal water is now used by industry; 
we should not encourage new large water users until additional sources of 
equally high quality become available. 


The financial effects of new industry depend upon many factors that 
vaty widely from town to town. Therefore, we believe that our situation 
and problems require specific analysis, in addition to drawing on the 
experience of other communities. In the last six years Walpole’s equalized 
tax rate has declined slightly, while the rates of most near-by towns 
increased.

Utilities, industrial firms, and wholesalers pay about 35% of all 
Walpole property taxes, although they occupy less than 2% of the land. 
Expansion of these established companies continues to add substantially 
to the Town’s revenues, directly and through distribution of state taxes. 


Careful consideration of the facts leads us to the conclusion that 
Walpole would benefit by increased industrial activity which: 


1. will contribute more in tax revenues than it costs the Town 
in services 

does not use excessive amounts of water 

will create no undue traffic, odors, or other nuisances 

is within the framework of the Master Plan.

In 1948, by town meeting vote, Walpole accepted the provisions of 
Chapter 200 of the Acts of 1948 as amended. This act provided for housing 
for veterans with low income. This project known as “Robinwood” has 45 
single dwellings financed by bonds with a 40-year life issue and guaran- 
teed as to principal and interest by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
The original issue was for $494,000 and during the 14 years the Housing 
Authority, from rental income, has reduced the bond indebtedness to 
$380,000, and in addition, the local housing authority has paid the annual 
interest as it became due. At no time during this 14 year period has the 
tax rate of the Town of Walpole included any of the expenses of the 
“Robinwood” project. 

Annually the Walpole Housing Authority submits for approval, its 
budget to the State Housing Board. The State Housing Board reviews our 
requests and requires quarterly reports of our progress as compared with 
their approved budget. In addition, the Auditor of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts annually audits the operations of the local housing authority 
and submits a complete report of our operations to the Selectmen and all 
members of the local Housing Authority. 

The 1962 budget of $35,070 for operating expenses was approved by 
the State. These expenses included maintenance, debt reduction, interest on 
bonded indebtedness and the salary of the Executive Director. Members of 
the Walpole Housing Authority are unpaid. Actual 1962 expenses were 
within $125 of the budget. 

In addition to our operating expense budget, the Walpole Housing 
Authority requested approval of $50,000 in capital expenditures but at 
present the State Housing Board has not approved these requests. 

The Authority is responsible for collection of rents and maintains the 
property in accordance with best real estate practices. Advertised bids are 
required on all major repair or replacement items. Before any work can be 
performed by the lowest reliable bidder, the State Housing Board must 
approve the local authority’s selection of the contractor. 

When vacancies occur, the local authority selects the new tenant on 
the basis of inadequacy of their present living arrangements and the need 
for more suitable living quarters, and with total income less than the 
maximum limits set forth in Chapter 200 of the Acts of 1948 as 
amended. Every qualified applicant for a vacancy is interviewed by the 
local authority before it makes its selection. 

The physical and financial operation of the project is under the com- 
plete supervision of the State Housing Board with the Walpole Housing 
Authority acting as their agent.

During the year, the Conservation Commission has started the pro- 
gram enunciated in our first report of last year. Meetings have been held 
regularly twice monthly throughout the year. 


Clark’s Pond has been acquired and a preliminary application for 
reimbursement has been filed with the Commonwealth. This site has been 
inspected by the area representative from the Department of Natural 
Resources. 


Tihe Commission has been actively interested in the East Walpole 
Drainage Project since part of our duties involve protection of the town’s 
watersheds. We believe that this year the problem will be satisfactorily 
resolved. 


Preliminary negotiations have been commenced on acquiring parts 
of the wetlands along the Neponset River in South Walpole. For several 
months we have been negotiating for the purchase of Cobb’s Pond and in 
the year of 1963, all the details of this purchase will be completed. 


Early in the year, the Commission held a public meeting to explain 
the results of our first year study. This meeting included a number of local 
speakers whose subjects dealt with their conservation activities over the 
years. 


To provide for broader public participation in conservation and to 
supplement the various activities of the Conservation Commission, in 
September, Mr. Thomas Flint of the Concord Land Trust came to 
Walpole and spoke on the aims and procedures of forming a Land Trust. 
As a result of this open meeting, a privately-operated Land Trust was 
formed in Walpole. 


In October, the commission invited Mr. Allen Morgan of the 
Audubon Society to lecture and to show slides on the need for conservation 
in the Town of Walpole. 


During the year, we have on many occasions met with the Board of 
Selectmen, various Town committees and departments. For their continued 
Co-Operation, we express our appreciation. 
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Civil Defense

The Year 1962 proved to be one of growth for the Civil Defense 
Department. 


The U.S. Government Corps of Engineers shelter survey was accele- 
rated and Phase 2 completed in the last quarter of 1962. Several town- 
owned buildings proved to have shelter capabilities and other areas were 
revealed in privately owned buildings. The Federal Licensing Program was 
initiated locally as all buildings must be licensed before the Government 
will mark shelter areas or issue shelter supplies. The construction of home 
fall-out shelters is still being urged by the Federal Administration. 


Local Civil Defense sirens were completely checked and tested 
throughout the year by the Radio Communications Department and are 
operational on a twenty-four hour basis. 


The Auxiliary Police Organization was re-organized to a comple- 
ment of thirty-six men. Helmets and badges were issued and a new program 
of fire arms instruction proposed. The Pistol Team once again proved 
their superior ability in competition. 


Radiology equipment was issued by the Federal Government and we 
now have five instrument-equipped monitoring stations. A thirty-man 
radiological team functioning under an operations plan was finalized. 


Walpole participated in a Pilot Program for Medical Self Help with 
ninety-five certificates awarded for a ten week’s course. 


Civil Defense in Walpole continues as a vigilant organization of 
twelve divisions with nearly four hundred volunteer citizens ready to spring 
into action should an emergency be declared.

Our modern language program has been completely revised, and we 
can now offer a continuous sequential course in French from Grades 4 
through 12, and in Spanish from Grade 7 to Grade 12. Modern techniques 
are used, training in Language Laboratories scheduled, and teachers who 
have studied and accepted the new concepts of modern language teaching 
comprise the staff. 


MATHEMATICS 


(a) The modern mathematics program at the Senior High School 
level is available to all preparatory pupils, and we are pleased with the 


results.

(b) Modern mathematics is being introduced to several Junior High 
School classes. Textbooks and materials have been purchased, and the staff 
is working on the course of studies. 


(c) At the elementary level, an in-service program for teachers 
and administrators of Grades 4, 5, and 6 has been planned. Mr. Joseph 
Hannigan of the High School Mathematics staff, has agreed to take a 
seminar course at Washington State University designed to aid elementary 
teachers. On his return, he will give the course to Walpole elementary 
teachers and administrators. Experimental classes are planned for Sep- 
tember, 1963, and we expect to have the program well under way by 
September, 1964. 


SOCIAL STUDIES 


The School Committee voted to adopt the Social Studies textbooks 
recommended by the Social Studies Committee of teachers and principals 
who had been working on the project for over two years. Adoptions of 
textbooks from Grades 3 through 8 were made at this time. 


ENGLISH 


The School Committee, upon recommendation of the Superintendent 
of Schools, voted to adopt the Laidlaw Series of English for use in the 
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elementary grades two through six. It is anticipated that in addition to an 
up-to-date English program, this series will present a strong grammar 
background for our pupils. 


READING 


The School Committee has reviewed plans for strengthening our 
elementary reading program. Mr. Glendon H. McAlister, who has been 
teaching in Newton, has been appointed Supervisor of Reading for 
Walpale in Grades 1 through 6.

“REPORT OF SCHOOL OFFICE BUILDING COMMITTEE 
THE PROBLEM 


By a vote of the townspeople at the 1961 Town Meeting, the School Office 
Building Committee was appointed by the Moderator “to determine the need, 
recommend a site, and submit plans for a school office building.” No money was 
appropriated for this committee at that time. 


After numerous and lengthy meetings with the Superintendent of Schools, 
John F. Powers, and the School Committee, the need became most clear for perma- 
nent separate quarters for the Superintendent of Schools and his staff. These quarters 
are required because of the continuing need for additional classroom space which, 
over the years, has forced the Superintendent of Schools to move more than half a 
dozen times. 


Other facts uncovered in our investigations are: 


1. The School Department, a two million dollar per year business, could be 
run more efficiently because its business functions are not now consoli- 
dated. 


2. In September, 1962, seventy-nine elementary classrooms are required; 
seventy-seven are available, and 


3. Two classes of children are being transported to elementary schools in 
Walpole Center because the School Administrators cccupy two vitally 
needed classrooms in the area in which these children live. This adds 
unnecessarily to the School Department’s yearly transportation budget. 


SOLUTIONS INVESTIGATED 


The following are the areas investigated to solve the problem: 


1. Rent adequate space near the center of town. 
Adequate space, if available, would cost the Town $3,000 per year in rent 
alone; heat, lights, and janitorial are additional. In ten years, for example, 
having spent $30,000 for rent, the Town would have nothing tangible 
for its investment. 


i) 


Add on to an existing school building. 

If requesting State aid, the addition would have to be built in accordance 
with the most stringent specifications and at a cost which would be 
prohibitive in view of its use as office space. In addition, it would not be 
feasible to add on to an existing school building, near the center of town, 
because of heating problems and State requirements for land surrounding 
a school. 


Buy and erect a pre-fabricated building. 
A building of the size required would cost $25,000 delivered on site; all 
subcontracting fees (erecting, plumbing, electricity, etc.) are extra. 
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4. Buy and renovate an existing older home. 
Skyrocketing prices determine that this solution is not a wise one. 


5. Build a new building. 
This was the only permanent, and least costly, solution; however, since 
the School Committee was offered the use of the Town Administrator’s 
home as temporary office space, the Town was saved the $40,000 expense 
at this time. 


6. How will the new parochial school affect the present classroom shortage? 
We expect that two classes of Grade 1 (100 pupils) will open in Sep- 
tember, 1963, and that two classes will be opened each year thereafter 
until the school is filled. According to Mr. Powers’ projected enrollment 
figures for the next five years, the Walpole public school population will 
grow faster than 100 pupils per year. Therefore, the parochial school is 
not anticipated to ease the public school classroom shortage. 


7. What about space in the “new Town Hall’? 
Interviews with the Board of Selectmen, the Walpole Planning Board, 
and the Appropriations Committee, seem to indicate that a new Town 
Hall will not be constructed in the “foreseeable future.”

These plans are now the property of the 
Town.

CONCLUSIONS 


As previously stated, the offer of temporary use of the Town Administrator’s 
home as school offices was most opportune. Although the location is not the most 
convenient, the School Department is happy to accept the building pending the 
easement of the classroom shortage and the possible eventual occupancy of the 
Old Fisher School as a permanent School Office Building. 

Of course, when office space was built in the High School for the School 
Administrator, it was hoped that it would be permanent. Time has proven that these 
hopes were futile. 

When the new Stone School was built, it was hoped that the Old Stone School 
would not be used for classroom space. This hope, likewise, proved futile. 


Now that the School Committee hopes to take over the Old Fisher School in 
the not-too-distant future as school office space, how long will it be before it too, 
will again be used for much-needed classroom space and force the Superintendent 
and his staff once again to search for new quarters?

Committee talked with many residents and most favored Walpole Junior 
High School, although one letter and verbal suggestion mentioned the 
name of two deceased and three living Walpole residents. 


4. Questionaires were printed in the Walpole Times after school started in 
the fall of 1961 to assist the committee in getting the opinion of all resi- 
dents. Twenty-one answers to questionaires favored Walpole Junior High 
School, one young boy who answered favored East Junior High School, 
and one lady approved of Walpole Junior High School but noted that 
other schools were named after persons or families. It seems fitting, there- 
fore, that our committee should recommend Walpole Junior High Schoo! 
because of the response to our personal questions and to the questionaires 
to the public; and because it is in reality the only Junior High School in 
Walpole and serves the entire town.” 


EAST JUNIOR HIGH BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Mr. William E. Petrie offered the following Report of Progress: 


“Mr. Moderator, the East Junior High Building Committee wishes to make 
the following report for the record of the 1962 Town Meeting. 


Ladies and Gentlemen, on September 9, 1961 the East Junior High School was 
occupied by 520 students and faculty members. For all interests and purposes this 
completed our work as a building committee. However, due to various items of 
work that had to be completed we have continued to meet for various reasons. 
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The only major work remaining to be completed is the layout of playing 
fields on the East Street side of the building. Since we feel that careful study of the 
use of this area is warranted and since we further feel that any athletic fields built 
should be integrated into the overall requirements of the town, we are not asking 
to be discharged at this time. 


We know that you are all vitally interested in keeping our tax rate in line 
this year; therefore it is our pleasure and duty to release $100,000 to the town in 
accordance with any and all regulations, either local or state, governing the release 
of such funds. 


In releasing these funds we think it should be pointed out that we have 
retained sufficient funds in our account to complete the playing fields and any 
additional equipping of the school as is deemed necessary.” 


On motion of Raymond J. Hagerty, chairman of the Appropriation Committee, 
it Was 


VOTED: That the Planning Board make a survey of the accepted streets that do 
not presently have sidewalks and they recommend to the Selectmen and Appropria- 
tion Committee a complete constructive program in detail to complete sidewalk ccn- 
struction en these ways.

Last Tuesday evening at the Special Town Meeting by a strong expression of 
sentiment directed from the floor and by an implied promise made by a member 
of the Appropriations Committee from the stage, the Board of Selectmen with the 
advice of the Town Counsel are expected to report to this Adjourned Annual Town 
Meeting that they have found a way within the framework of the Personnel Board 
schedules to pay immediately to the Town Administrator an increase in his salary 
from $8810.00 to a sum of $10,800.00. 


Unfortunately, after a lengthy meeting Wednesday evening between members 
of the Selectmen, the Appropriations Committee, the Town Administrator, the 
Town Counsel, and the entire Personnel Board, we must report that we are unable 
to find a means whereby you can tonight vote to increase the salary of and pay it 
to the Town Administrator. However, a longer range solution is possible. 


Let us review briefly the events of last Tuesday for the benefit of any who 
were unable to be present. By a motion to amend the report of the Personnel Board, 
the Town Administrator’s salary was increased from a requested amount of $7970.00 
to the sum of $8810.00, This is the maximum amount that the Town Administra- 
tor, or for that matter, the maximum amount that any employee subject to Town 
Meeting approval can earn under the pay schedules of the Personnel Board. This 
increase to $8810.00 was authorized by the acceptance of the Personnel Board’s 


repotrt. 


At the same time, the Town Meeting adopted in the Personnel Board report 
an amendment to its by-laws which makes it impossible to reclassify and pay any 
additional increase at this time. In part, the amendment reads, “All reclassifications 
of schedules including grade, pay ranges and pay rates shall be effective January | 
of the year following the Personnel Board’s reclassification.” 


Your Board of Selectmen moved to strike this amendment from the Personnel 
Board’s report. The Town Counsel advised the Special Town Meeting that unless 
this was stricken, it would effectively block the ability of the Town to grant any 
increase at this time. However, in spite of this advice, the amendment was carried. 


Our solution now lies in holding a Special Town Meeting where we can 
again consider the actions taken in the meeting last Tuesday. There is no article 
in the Annual Town Meeting Warrant under which any such action can be taken. 


The Personnel Board intends this year to restudy all the wage and salary 
schedules of the Town. This will give full consideration to all employees of the 
Town and enable the committee to recommend any desirable changes in addition 
to that of the Town Administrator. Since such restudy is a lengthy procedure when 
properly done, the Selectmen by agreement with the Personnel Board will call a 
Special Town Meeting to be held early in the Fall of this year. In the meantime, 
all committees will have ample time to make calm and considered recommendations 
for your decision.” 


Article 12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a sum of money to 
pay its proportionate share in the Contributory Retirement System for the year 
1962, or do or act anything in relation thereto.

Roger A. Ives, chairman of the Boyden School Addition Committee, presented 
the following report of progress: 


“REPORT OF THE BOYDEN SCHOOL ADDITION COMMITTEE 


As a result of the vote of the townspeople in 1961, this Committee was 
appcinted by the Moderator. Its purpose was to determine the need for additional 
classrooms in the Boyden School area, and if such a need existed, to propose plans 
and recommendations for construction of them. 


We assumed as our first responsibility the necessity for establishing the need 
——both present and future—for classrooms in South Walpole. In reviewing the 
requirements we first considered the original Master Plan of 1956 which clearly 
predicted a need if there was any growth in South Walpole. This plan further 
supports the Boyden School area as a practical one for an elementary school site, 
primarily because of its ability to service a population center not easily handled in 
other districts. The forecasts of the master plan were compared with actual figures, 
and the validity of this plan established. The same growth pattern was extended to 
indicate future needs. Total enrollment in the town has shown a marked growth 
pattern since 1954, and is expected to continue at the same rate (approximately 
7% per year at least through 1968.) In support of this total growth, the South 
Walpole area was considered separately and its growth compared with total town 
expansion. There are presently 218 pupils in this district being served by three 
classrooms. At the present time it is necessary to transport 110 of these students to 
other locations. In projecting the needs for students and rooms, the following growth 


pattern emerges: 


1961 - 1962 218 Pupils 9 Rooms 
1962 - 1963 247 Pupils 10 Rooms 
1963 - 1964 275 Pupils 11 Rooms 
1964 - 1965 293 Pupils 12 Rooms 
1965 - 1966 297 Pupils 12 Rooms 
1966 - 1967 295 Pupils 12 Rooms 
1967 - 1968 295 Pupils 12 Rooms 


It is significant to note that these figures are based on an actual census of 
children presently living in the South Walpole district. As a matter of record, it is 
also established that the birth rate alone in Walpole indicates a continuation of 
this growth. This rate was 213 in 1950 and has climbed to a rate of 375 in 1961. 


Predicated on this review and study, it was felt by the Committee that addi- 
tional classrooms for South Walpole were not only needed, but needed immediately.

The Committee at this point decided on a course of action which would provide 
these rooms at the earliest possible time. This addition can, and must be ready for 
occupancy in September 1963. | 


Preliminary educational specifications were drawn up for an additional nine 
(9) classrooms with provisions for adding six (6) more classrooms in the future 
if it becomes necessary. Support or “core” rooms, such as cafeteria, auditorium, 
library, health rooms, physical education area and administration office were 
designed to not only support a 12-room school but could absorb a future 6-room 
addition without requiring expensive modification or split sessions. These proposals 
were then thoroughly discussed with the School Building Assistance Commission to 
insure compliance with their regulations and allow the town maximum State Aid. 
At this point it became necessary to enlarge certain areas for this purpose. The 
Commission advised us on cost-saving measures which could be taken, and these 
also were incorporated into the design plan. 


After many school visitations and interviews, our Committee selected the firm 
of Korsland, LeNormand and Quann as Architects in preparing the plans and designs 
that could best meet the town’s needs. This firm was chosen for the following reasons: 


1. Record of predicted cost and economy is excellent. 


2. Their proven ability to produce a building of good quality and low 
maintenance cost. 


Because their experience is primarily schools. (Two-thirds of all their 
work. ) 


We 


4. They are the largest Architectural office for school work in the state. 


5. Their offices are close enough to the job site to insure maximum attention 
to detail. 


Final sketches and plans were then submitted to the State for preliminary 
acceptance and approval. These plans have been accepted and State Aid will accrue 
to the town at the rate of 32.71% of the expenditures for the new addition. Any 
work in the existing building will not be given aid—and as a result, we propose a 
minimum of it. The addition is designed to reduce maintenance cost to a minimum 
while still supplying modern, efficient classroom facilities. 


Cost estimates for this addition were prepared by Mr. Korsland. Upon receipt 
of the original cost estimates the Committee reduced them from about $600,000.00 
to $550,000.00. These costs are:

The Committee for the Addition to the Boyden School sincerely recommends 
that this building be constructed. It is necessary that it be approved and constructed 
as socn as possible in order that the population growth of the town does not outrun 
the town’s ability to observe it. It is necessary also to be aware of the need to provide 
econcmical and efficient school facilities in keeping with the standards which 
Walpole requires.

Mr. Richard Lovett, Chairman of the Walpole School Sites Committee, pre- 
sented the following report of progress: 


“REPORT OF THE WALPOLE SCHOOL SITES COMMITTEE 


The Walpole School Sites Committee has been engaged during the past year 
in expanding existing school sites and arranging for future school sites which will 
meet the long range school needs of the Town. 


With regard to the South Walpole area, the Town appropriated money last 
year to vurchase a 4.4 acre site from Mr. Civilinski adjacent to the Boyden School 
property. The relocation of Mr. Civilinski’s driveway was not properly provided fer, 
and the Boyden School Building Addition Committee and their architect feel very 
strongly that a one-half acre lot and house owned by Mrs. Robertson be purchased 
by the Town. The purchase of Mrs. Robertson’s property on Washington Street 
between the Boyden School and the Terrace Hill Cemetery would do several things 
which are advantageous to the Town. 


1. It would provide more suitable drainage area for the school addition 
which will lower the cost of the sewage disposal system. 


2. It will allow for a proper relocation of Mr. Civilinski’s driveway by 
enabling the Town, the Terrace Hill Cemetery and Mr. Civilinski to 
change the northern boundary of the Boyden School property to a 
straight line rather than an “‘S” shaped line. This will permit a 
straight driveway to be constructed by the Town which is probably less 
expensive, and which is satisfactory to Mr. Civilinski. The Terrace Hill 
Cemetery Association has agreed to this exchange of land between the 
Town and the Cemetery which would provide a 40-foot wide strip of land 
for Mr. Civilinski. An exchange of land between Mr. Civilinski and the 
Town is satisfactory to Mr. Civilinski. 


3. The purchase of the Robertson property would improve the setting of 
the proposed addition to the Boyden School as the location of the Robert- 
son property is directly between Washington Street and the proposed 
addition. 


The cost of the Robertson house and land, the necessary survey work on the 
Robertson property as well as the relocation of the boundary, the three title searches 
is estimated to be $12,000. 


In West Walpole, the School Sites Committee recommends the purchase of 
13.7 acres of land which lie between West Street and Lincoln Road and adjacent 
to Kingsbury Street for a future elementary school. This land is presently owned by 
Mrs. Green. The cost of this land is $18,000. A $1,000 allowance to cover test 
borings, survey and title search costs before purchase is needed. There are several 
conditions which are contingent on the sale of this property to the Town. 

1. The present owner would have the right to continue to control and farm 
the land without taxes until such time as school constructicn would 
interfere. 

2. The present owner would reserve the right to repurchase the land if at 
some time it is determined that the Town does not intend to build a 
school there. The repurchase price would be $18,000 plus accumulated 
taxes back to the time of sale to the Town. 


The purchase of this site was the recommendation of the Educational Service 
Associates which was part of the Master Plan. 
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The Master Plan also predicts the eventual need of a West Junior High School 
in the area between Spring, Allen and West Streets, and an elementary school in the 
Pemberton Street-Robbins Road area. The School Sites Committee recommends that 
the Town consider reserving an area consisting of 55 acres of Town owned land 
west of Robbins Road and North of Elm Street for this purpose. This area is located 
close to the site suggested by the Master Plan for a so-called Pemberton-Robbins 
Elementary Site. This area would also be large enough to locate a Junior High 
School without placing the schools too close together. Close access to a sewer trunk 
line is advantageous cost-wise as well as the fact that a town well is presently 
located on this property and should be protected. The Committee feels that the 
change in the location of the West Junior High is not significant enough geograph- 
ically as to warrant the purchase of land in the Spring, Allen and West Street area 
which is somewhat difficult to walk to because of the limited accesses due to the 
Neponset River and railroad tracks. 


It has been recommended by the Appropriations Committee and the School 
Committee that a small amount of additional land be purchased for the Boyden 
School, and the School Committee has recommended small enlargements to two 
other school sites. The balance of the $34,000 asked for or $3,000 would be used 
toward this end. 


If the Town approves all of these recommendations and expenditures, it would 
appear that sufficient school sites had been secured for the full growth of the Town, 
with the exception of future possible small additions to school properties. The 
estimated total cost of future school sites as per the Master Plan was $175,500 in 
1956. While the School Sites Committee has not secured as much acreage as was 
recommended, the Committee feels the acreage purchased and under consideration 
is sufficient, at a total cost to the Town of under $80,000 of which $39,800 has 
already been appropriated. 


Our Committee wishes to express its sincere appreciation to the Home Building 
Company, Mr. Bird, Mr. Heritage, Mr. Civilinski, and the Trustees of the Terrace 
Hill Cemetery, Mrs. Robertson and Mrs. Green for their cooperation and concern 
with regard to the present and the future school requirements of the Town of 
Walpole. 


The Committee hopes to secure the small additions to the school sites during 
the next year and present its final report at the next Annual Town Meeting.

Edward J. Hawkins, chairman of the Cemetery Committee, presented the 
following report: 


“REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


This committee was appointed by the Moderator as voted at the 1961 Annual 
Town Meeting for the purpose of investigating the advisability of the Town taking 
over the ownership and assuming the responsibility for the operation and upkeep of 


Po eget 


the Maple Grove Cemetery and Rural Cemetery, both located in the Town of 
Walpole for over a century. 


As a result of periodic meetings to explore other alternatives, methods of 
operations by surrounding towns, and the best possible method for the Town 
operations of these cemeteries, we have inserted two articles in the Warrant, one for 
each cemetery, requesting the Town to assume ownership, operation, and upkeep. 
The present two cemetery corporations would turn over to the Town all their 
records, layout plans, equipment and all funds now held, either as Operating or 
Permanent Care Funds. If so voted, the Town action would then have to be approved 
by the Massachusetts General Court and Corporation charters revoked. This is a 
routine procedure, but means the actual legal transfer would take about a year. 


We propose that three Cemetery Commissioners be appointed by the Selectmen 
to serve on a rotating basis (Section 16 of the General Laws.) These commissioners, 
reporting to the Selectmen, would supervise procedures for burials, records, regula- 
tions for undertakers, and use of the property; review and control rate charges for 
lots and services and keep the Selectmen and Town officials concerned fully 
informed on any proposed changes for improvements or operating policy. Deeds 
for lots purchased and all payments would be made through the proper Town 
offices and Perpetual Care funds controlled by the Town Trust Fund Commissioners. 


Present financial resources for the two cemeteries total about $28,000 with 
income from invested funds about $1,200. Costs for Town operations are difficult 
to estimate with the variables of expansion, sale of new lots, etc., involved but we 
believe a total of $2,400 would be reasonable, probably on the high side. Some of 
the upkeep could probably best be done by private contractor and some by present 
Town equipment as most economically decided by the commissioners. 


The Maple Grove Cemetery comprises 5.62 acres. Estimated available space— 
100 8-grave lots (16’ x 20’) graded but not finished; space for 200 additional lots 
undeveloped. 


Rural Cemetery is 4.75 acres. Available and graded room for 440 graves.

It is further ordered that with respect to the prayers for binding declarations 
sought by the intervenors, Abraham White and Thurston Hartwell, Executors under 
the will of Alonzo J. Shadman, pursuant to General Laws, Ch. 231A, S 6, the 
following decree be entered: 


That Article 41 of the warrant was legally reconsidered at the adjourned 
session of the annual town meeting held on April 10, 1961 and as a result of the 
vote of the town meeting, said Article 41 failed of passage as an amendment to 
the Zoning By-Law of the town of Walpole.
